Sixty-six-year-old Carolyn “Woman - 


- of the People” Reyes danced to the beat 
of the drum as the cone-shaped jingles 
sewn to her dress chimed. Her aande- 
lion-yellow “healing dress” was embroi- 
dered with homemade turquoise beads 
that mirrored the sunny skies. 

Tribes from all over the country gath- 
ered at California State University, Long 
Beach over the weekend for the 45th

Frantic effort comes up short 


An inability to match 
Hawaii's defensive 
intensity costs the 
LBSU the Big West 
Tournament.

A day that began with promise and 
hope ended in disappointment when 
the Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team’s inconsistent season concluded 
after a 79-72 loss to Hawaii on Thurs- 
day. 

The loss eliminated the 49ers from 
the Big West Tournament at the Hon- 
da Center in Anaheim. LBSU failed to 
reach the NCAA Tournament for the 
third consecutive season, this time, 
unable to advance past the Rainbow 


Warriors in the first round of the con- 
ference tourney. 

“It's tough to go out this way,’ head 
coach Dan Monson said. “We strug- 
gled early defensively. They're a very 
talented team and they certainly de- 
serve to win. They hit us early and 
we didn’t have much of an answer for 
them”

CSULB housing — 
applications 
opened for next 
year, and that 
brought some new 
policies for future 
and returning 
residents.

After decreasing its non-refund- 
able Housing Application Service Fee 
for the next academic year, Califor- 
nia State University, Long Beach has 
one of the lowest application fees and 
housing prices in comparison to sim- 
ilar California State Universities. 

CSULB lowered the fee from $400 
to $275 for the 2015-2016 academic 
year, Carol Roberts-Corb, the direc- 
tor of housing and residential life, 
said. 

“[The fee decrease] was based on 
a desire to increase access, not want- 
ing that initial payment to be a bar- 
rier,’ Roberts-Corb said. “It's a dou- 
ble-edged sword because it’s applied 
to the overall cost of housing so it 
lowers your payments.” 

Housing rates for CSULB vary 
from $10,122 to $11,830 for the ac- 


ademic year, according to the Uni- 
versity Housing and Residential Life 
website. 

CSULB Housing and Residential 
Life also requires residents to pay 
an additional $20 social fee, and if 
students pay for housing with the 
eight-month installment plan they 
are required to pay a one-time $40 
installment fee. 

Aimee Uresti, a junior psychology 
major, said that students could spend 
the money they pay for housing on 
something that is beneficial in the 
long run. 

“T don't think it’s worth it, I think 
you could invest your money some- 
where else; Uresti said in refer- 
ence the residence fee. “And for two 
years, [$11,830] is like the price of a 
car” 

In comparison, the cost of hous- 
ing for California State University, 
Northridge is the least costly in the 
CSU system, ranging from $6,036 to 
$7,760 per school year, and chang- 
es depending on the type of room, 
according to housing rates for the 
academic year on their website. Ac- 
commodation ranges from double 
apartments with or without a kitchen, 
or a double suite without a kitchen. 

Compared to other CSUs, CSUN 
has the lowest initial payment fee 
with a cost of $50, according to their 
Student Housing and Conference 
Services website. 

California State University, Ful- 
lerton’s website reports on housing 
room and board rates shows they 
have the most costly housing ranging 
from $10,764 to $15,768. The initial 
payment fee is now one of the more 
costly at $350 because of the decrease 
to $275 at CSULB. 

Students at CSUF can choose to 
live in residence halls or in a single or

Schurr: The biggest thing is to 
make sure that we have scholar- 
ships available to students, make 
it more easily accessible for stu- 
dents to apply and receive those 
scholarships. Merriam and I will 
actually be donating $2,000 of our 
own Salary to create more scholar-

research. ‘ 

Salazar: I know a lot of schol- 
arships go unclaimed every year. 
I feel that we’re not doing an ade- 
quate job announcing it to the stu- 
dents... For tuition, I want to talk 
to the legislatures in Sacramento 
and demand that we need more 
money for higher education. 


Lendrum: The fact is that, A: 
tuition can be lowered. It’s hap- 
pened before. And, B: right now 
the climate in California is actu- 
ally more receptive to supporting

education financially than it has 
been in the last few years...

I reached out to big 
companies, small companies. The 
return I got -- I mean a lot of do- 
nations ~- very kind, very happy to 
help out our university because it 
such a big part of the community. 
So I wanted to use that to search 
out for scholarships.

double apartment and before 
students apply for student hous- 
ing, they must first accept their 
admission offer and pay a $250 
enrollment deposit. 

San Diego State University 
has the most costly initial pay- 
ment at $375, and one of the 
more expensive housing - rates 
with the total housing cost vary- 
ing from $11,653 to $15,533, ac- 
cording to the housing and din- 
ing rates on the SDSU website. 

' Students at SDSU can choose 
to live in double, single, triple 
or quad dormitories. Upper di- 
vision students can live in dou- 
ble or single apartments. 

Areli Navarro Garcia, a 
junior psychology major at 
CSULB, said she noticed SD- 
SU’s fees are high especially 
with their student fees, which 
are $697 according to the Stu- 
dent Account Services 2015 
report. 

“Long Beach is always trying 
to set their fees a little bit lower, 
but the dorms are still high,” 
Garcia said.

Heat leaves, 
pollen 
intervenes 


This week’s record- 
high heat will be 
replaced by a high 
pollen advisory.

The heat will subdue this week 
after a weekend of record-breaking 
temperatures. 

Long Beach hit a record high of 90 
degrees on Saturday, trampling the 
85-degree record achieved in 1994, 
according to the National Weather 
Service. 

“(This weekend] was crazy hot ,” 
Sia Turay, a sophomore economics 
major said. “I definitely tried not 
to go out in the day. I run, so I tried 
to go early in the morning or late at 
night.” 

The hot weather this weekend 
broke about nine records in several 
counties including Ventura, San Jose 
and Los Angeles, according to the 
National Weather Service. 


Downtown Los Angeles hit a high _ 


of 93 degrees, breaking the 1951 re- 
cord of 88 degrees, while UCLA's 92 
degrees overcame the 84 degree re- 
cord set in 1994. 

“Area high pressure over the area 
and very weak Santa Ana-type winds 
[caused the high heat],” David Sweet, 
a meteorologist for the National 
Weather Service, said. 

Sweet said he expects the heat to 
end on Tuesday with weak, low pres- 
sures moving in and sea breezes re- 
turning. © 

The Weather Channel predicts 
that Tuesday will hit a high of 81 de- 


grees, and Wednesday will cool off 


with a high of 76 degrees. 

While the heat yields, tree and 
weed pollen levels rose on Mon- 
day and will continue to stay high 
throughout the week, according to 
The Weather Channel. 

Pollen.com reports that the pol- 
len warning is dué to dry air and that 
people with allergies might experi- 
ence difficulties this week. 

The Academy of Allergy, Asthma 
and Immunology advises those with 
allergies to vacuum their homes dai- 
ly, take allergy relieving medication 
and visit their doctors for further 
care and information about symp- 
toms.

Indian culture, expressed with 
dances, crafts and cuisine, 
filled the campus. Attendees 
strolled through the booths and 
watched the drum-driven pre- 
sentations from bleachers and 
lawn chairs. 

Reyes, a member of the 
Ojibwe tribe, came from North 
Dakota, to join in the Pow Wow 
celebration. 

“When I dance, I actually 
dance for the people,” Reyes 
said. “This is [the Ojibwe peo- 
ple’s] cultural way of dancing; 
each jingle represents a prayer.” 

Reyes said the tradition of 
jingle dancing started over a 
hundred years ago when the 
granddaughter of an elder in 
the Ojibwe tribe became ill. It 
is believed that God came to 
the elder in a dream and taught 
him about the dress and the 
dance. , 

Each tribe brought specific 
routines that correspond with 
their culture. The performers 
were separated into a number of 
different categories like tiny tots, 
junior and teen boys and girls, 
traditional and golden age men 
and women. 

Women shawl dancers twirled 
in intricate capes with brightly 
colored fringe on the ends to 
mimic butterflies. 

Shawl dancing originated in 
the Northern tribes when young 
women, in particular, really 
wanted to express themselves. 
They jump, -spin and keep pace

with the music, Reyes said. 
“(Cultures are represented in] 
different ways [and] on different 
levels here in this one space,” 
said Larry Smith, 2015 Pow 
Wow Committee member and 
adjunct professor of American 
Indian studies at CSULB. ”Pow- 
wows are a temporary space for 
a decentralized urban indigenous 
population to come together in a 
centralized space and reconnect 
with each other.” ;

Masters of the Cherokee and 


Creek tribes drove from Lan- 
caster to perform in their person- 
alized regalia. 


The yarn from their attire 
blew in the wind symbolizing 
the sweet grass blowing in the 
prairie. Wolf said that the yellow 
represents the sun, red represents 
the people, blue is for protection 
and black.is for the unknown. 

The headdress the brother 
and sister wore took them 
more than a month to bead, 
using techniques they inher- 
ited from an elder. It featured 
a mirror that could mean a va- 


riety of things such as wealth - 


or a portal to the spirit world, 
they said. 

Attendees who were not com- 
peting shopped around through 


more than 30 vendor booths. 

Passersby ogled the native 
jewelry, bags, dream catchers 
and tee shirts; they stood in line 
to buy traditional frybread and 
native tacos. 

Sophomore Marleena Hig- 
gins, an art major at CSULB, 


said the frybread was like’ 


“heaven” because of its versatil- 
ity being both dinner and des- 
sert.

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Saint Patrick’s Day 
began early witha 
first-time event on Pine 
Avenue.

From ladies in roller skates to kilt-clad 
laddies playing bagpipes, the Irish For a 
Day festival gave Long Beach the chance 
to let the green beer flow. 

The main event was an hour-long pa- 
rade that started at 1 p.m. on Saturday at 
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Pine Avenue and Broadway. Attendees, 
including First District Councilwoman 
Lena Gonzalez and Long Beach firefight- 
ers, watched from the sun-bathed side- 
walk in 80-degree weather. 

“T think it’s great,” Shenanigans Irish 


Pub owner Theresa Rosczewski said, 


adding that the celebration’s original- 
ity is'a good thing as it stretches beyond 
the holiday’s trademarked traditions of 
pinching and newfound levels of inebria- 
tion. “Who doesn’t like St. Patrick’s Day?” 
Irish-music band Dublin Public per- 
formed in the background while Marko’s 
Treats handed out free ice cream to the 
crowd and rivers of dyed alcohol flowed. 
Event organizer Mimi Masher said 
she came up with idea for the parade as 
a community-oriented way to celebrate 
the lesser-known holiday in comparison 
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to the city’s “dozen Christmas parades.” 

“Michelle Molina, [contributor to the 
Irish for a Day parade], and I decided that 
Pine Avenue was perfect for a parade, and 
we haven't had one since a Latin Ameri- 
can festival a few years ago,” Masher said. 
“We decided to honor our firemen [while] 
drinking green beer at the same time.” 

Masher added that this is her first time 
stepping out of a march in order to plan 
one. She “reached out to everyone” she 
knew and is in the works of making the 
parade an annual event. 

Wearing green, wishing on shamrocks 
and many of the other St. Patrick’s Day 
traditions that filled the air at the parade 
come from a variety of Irish roots. 


“[A famous story said that St. Patrick] - 


used the three leaves of the shamrock 
to explain the holy trinity — [father, son 
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and spirit],” according to a video from 
the History Channel. “As a result, people 
in 18th century Ireland started wearing 
shamrocks on March 17 to signify their 
Irish 


As for the phrase “luck of the Irish,” 


Long Beach resident and parade attendee 
Joe Gonzalez said he thinks the phrase 
comes from a lineage-linked tradition 
that “probably came from someone’s 
family.” 

In an article from Mental Floss maga- 
zine, Edward T. O’Donnell —.an associate 
professor of history at Holy Cross College 
- explained that the phrase stems from 
the success that Irish and Irish American 
miners experienced during the gold and 
silver rush years in the second half of the 
19th century. 

“Over time, this association of the 
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Irish with mining fortunes led to the ex- 
pression ‘luck of the Irish,” O’Donnell 
wrote in the article. “Of course, it car- 
ried with it a certain tone of derision, as 
if to say, only by sheer luck, as opposed to 
brains, could these fools succeed.” 

Long Beach resident and parade at- 
tendee Michele Aufrichtig solidified her 
stance on the “luck of the Irish” concept, 
saying that she believes in the superstition 
as well as the Celtic-based religion — Wic- 
ca — that promotes good luck. 

“One day I went to the Museum of Lat- 
in American Art with my friend, and the 
museum was having a raffle,” Aufrichtig 
said. “I used:creative visualization by en- 
visioning myself winning the raffle, and 
I won. But don’t give this away to too 
many people, because then I won't win 
anymore.” 
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Thanksgiving just wouldn't be 
right without a turkey, Christmas 
without ham or tamales, Indepen- 
dence day without hotdogs, Cinco 
de Mayo without tacos or Saint 
Patrick’s Day without corned beef 
hash. 

But how can people enjoy meat 
when factory farms across the 
U.S. treat animals so inhumanely? 

These factory farms keep 
animals in cages, make animals 
lay in their own feces and gener- 
ally force animals to bear undue 
amounts of stress for the entirety 
of their artificially accelerated 
lives until they are killed in front 
of the other animals, according to 
the ASPCA. 

“Over 99 percent of farm ani- 
mals in the U.S. are raised in fac- 
tory farms, which focus on profit 
and efficiency at the expense of 
the animals’ welfare,” the ASPCA 
reports. 

Still, eating meat remains a 
dietary staple in most households 
across the world. More than that, 
eating meat is a-central aspect of 
human cultural heritage. 

While meat-eating traditions 
are important, and meat is full of 
nutritional benefits, people must 
put an end to the epidemic of 
horrible cruelty to animals across 
the globe. 

As consumers in a world where 
most hail the free market, we have 
the power to vote with our money. 

Human beings are omnivores, 
and it’s okay to eat meat some- 
times. 

According to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, meat 
contains protein, vitamin B, 
magnesium, iron and zinc, which 
are all necessary to maintain a ~ 
healthy diet. 

While meat contains the most 
concentrated source of the neces- 
sary vitamins and nutrients, these 
benefits also come from nuts and 
seeds, according.to the USDA. 

“Because nuts and seeds are 
high in calories, eat them in small 
portions and use them to replace 
other protein foods, like some 
meat or poultry, rather than add- 
ing them to what you already eat,” 
the USDA writes on its website. 

Organizations like People 
for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals, Farm Animal Reform 
Movement and Compassion Over 
Killing among others promote a 
shift to vegetarianism or vegan- 
ism. 

A few weeks ago, FARM came 
to Galifornia State University, 
Long Beach and offered students 
$1 to watch a 4 minute film. 

They didn’t have any signs to 
identify themselves, and they 
did not tell students anything 
about the content of the short 
film, which was an animal cruelty 
video. 

“If you're going to eat meat, 
dairy and eggs, then you should 
at least feel obliged to watch what 
they have to go through because 
they're going through it every 
second of every day,” FARM vol- 
unteer Shiri Takacs said. 


Afterward, they asked students 
to commit to some amount of 
meatless days per week. This is a 
good idea because it is realistic. 

Even giving up meat for a few 
days would make a huge financial 
impact on the farm factories, plus 
it would encourage a healthier 
diet. 

An outrageous 67 percent of 
Americans are overweight, ac- 
cording to a 2013 USDA report, 
and the most calorie-heavy por- 
tion on the plate tends to be meat. 

Americans aren’t just support- 
ing inhumane farm factories; they 
are making themselves sick. 

“,.. People who consumed 
about one serving of red meat 
(beef, pork or lamb) per day had a 
13 percent increased risk of mor- 
tality, compared with those who 
were eating very little meat,” said 
Frank Hu, a professor of nutrition 
and epidemiology at the Harvard 
School of Public health, accord- 
ing to NPR online in 2012 

“Processed meats raised the 
risk higher, to about a 20 percent 
increased risk of death from dis- 
eases including cancer and heart 
disease,” Hu said. 

Hu recommends that people eat 
about one serving of meat every

other day while the American 
Cancer Society recommends 
eating meat only two to three 
times per week, according to NPR 
online. ; 

So where is it safe to spend your 
money when you do eat meat? 

In Long Beach, there are several 
restaurants and delis that offer 
Halal meat, as well as a Halal 
butcher called PCH Poultry Store 
and Market. 

Halal butchers are required by 
Islamic law as stated in the Quran 
to kill all animals humanely, and 
to treat them well while they are 
alive. More and more of these 
shops are opening their doors. 

“{Dhabiha] is the name for the 
halal method of slaughter, which 
requires that animals are killed 
with a swift incision to the throat 
from a razor sharp blade,” accord- 
ing to The Halal Catering Com- 
pany. “The animal must never see 
another animal being slaughtered 
nor must it ever see the blade be- 
ing sharpened.” 

There is a growing movement 
among young people who are 
looking for healthier sources of 
meat to shop Halal even though 
they are not Muslim. 

There, the eggs are fresh from 
on-site, and the chickens and 
other animals are alive until 
people order them.

A 3-0 loss to No. 15 Penn State in- 
side the Walter Pyramid capped off 
an up-and-down weekend for the 
No. 9 Long Beach State men’s volley- 
ball team in the Asics Tournament 
Friday and Saturday night 

Sophomore outside hitter Eric 
Ensing led the 49ers (11-9, 7-8 
Mountain Pacific Sports Federa- 
tion) to a-sweep over Harvard (9-7, 
3-2 Eastern Intercollegiate Volley- 
ball Association) with a career-high 
11 kills.. Ensing said everything 
starts with the team coming togeth- 
er in practice. 

“It’s all a team effort,” Ensing 
said. “I felt comfortable with the 
whole team, and we all put in our 
equal effort to get better.” 

The 49ers came out strong in the 
first two sets, hitting .278 percent 
to Harvard’s .182 percent in set one 
and .324 percent to .207 in the sec- 
ond set. 


LBSU head coach Alan Knipe ro- 


tated his line-up multiple times and 
said his team did a great job of stay- 
ing calm on the court and keeping 
its attention to detail. 

“We gave a couple of guys some 
opportunities that haven't had some 
chances this year and I thought they 
did a really good job,” Knipe said. 
“I thought John Henry in his first 
opportunity did some really good 
things.” 


Henry, a junior middle blocker, 
totaled five blocks and five kills in 
his first start with a hitting percent- 
age of .556. i 

“We were just trying to make the 
plays within our system,’ Henry 
said. “We tried to keep composed 
and get good touches on the block 
and we did a good job of that in the 
beginning and kept that going in the 
second and third [sets].” 

The Nittany Lions (9-9, 4-0 EIVA) 
swept the 49ers Saturday night af- 
ter LBSU failed to overcome a slow 
start. Penn State’s senior outside 
hitter Aaron Russell and freshman 
opposite hitter Jalin Penrose domi- 
nated the 49ers up front. 

Russell and Penrose hit .414 and 
.167, respectively, on the night. Pen- 
rose also registered four service aces 
with only one error. 

“We spend a lot of time on the 
serve and we have a lot of physical 
guys who get a hold on the ball,” 
Penn State head coach Mark Pavlik 
said. 

The 49ers dug a hole for them- 
selves in the second set when Penn 
State went up by ten near the end 
and eventually put it away on a Rus- 
sell kill. 

Knipe said although the 49ers fell 
to the Nittany Lions, it was good for 
the team to face a difficult opponent 
in Penn State. 

He said the matches will prepare 
and energize the 49ers for their up- 
coming league matches. 

“Penn State brought a lot of 
physicality out there especially from 
the service line,” Knipe said. “Ul- 
timately they kept us out of system 
long enough that they made it real 
stressful on our offense.” 

The 49ers will continue their 
home stand against Cal-Baptist 
Wednesday night and USC Friday 
night.

Hawaii consistently forced the 
49ers into committing turnovers 
with its full court press. Senior 
point guard Mike Caffey, who 
erupted in the first half for 21 
points, said he thought LBSU 
hurt itself with how it reacted to 


the Rainbow Warriors defensive 


pressure. 

“They were just aggressive,” 
Caffey said. “We weren’t attack- 
ing. We were tentative. We got 
scared of the press, so that kind 
of slowed us down.” 

Senior forward David Samuels 
played a dominant second half 
after only playing nine minutes 
in the first half. Samuels scored 

19 points and grabbed 10 boards 
in his final college game despite 
being in foul trouble for much of 
the game. | : 

“A guard with two fouls is a 
little different than a big kid like 
Dave,” Monson said. “We had to

The Rainbow Warriors will 
now advance to the second round 


-of the tournament where it will 
face No. 1 seed UC Davis on Fri- 
day. Davis defeated Cal State 
Northridge 71-67 in the first game 
on Thursday. 

Hawaii interim head coach 
Benjy Taylor said he was proud of 
his team after all the adversity it 
faced in the beginning of the sea-’ 
son. The Rainbow Warriors lost 
its head coach early in the season 
and Taylor turned the program 
around upon taking over. 

“We have a lot of character 
guys on our team,” Taylor said. 
“They're. pretty tough. They care 
about each other. Being No. 5 in 
the tournament pales in compari- 
son to some of the other stuff we 
went through. Our first three to 
five games we didn’t even have 
uniforms. [This team] just wants 
to play and make something spe- 
cial of this year.” : 

The loss marked the end of 
Caffey’s career, whose 27 points 
were not enough to save the 
49ers. Monson called Caffey one 


of the best point guards in LBSU 
history and said it has been phe- 
nomenal watching him for four 
years. 

“It went quick,” Monson said. 
“[It felt like] he was cutting down 
the nets as a freshman in here 
yesterday. It just shows you how 
tough those careers are. I just ap- 
pteciate his loyalty towards the 
program and towards me. I love 
him.” 

Monson said it is now time for 
Caffey to get his degree and start 
playing basketball for money, be- 
cause it is what he deserves for 
what he did for LBSU. 

LBSU senior guards McKay 
LaSalle and- Tyler Lamb, and 
senior forward Eric McKnight 
combined for 17 points in their 
final game. Lamb shot three of 
seven and LaSalle went just one 


of six from three, including a

UC Davis tops 
LBSU with | 
record-setting 
shooting 


UC Davis sets another

The Long Beach State women’s basketball 
team’s second half effort fell short in a 70-67 
loss to UC Davis in the Big West Tournament 
Wednesday Night at Titan gym in Fullerton. © 

Davis’ senior guard Kelsey Harris broke 
UC Santa Barbara’s Stacey Clinesmith’s re- 
cord for most three-pointers in a Big West 
Tournament game. Clinesmith hit seven 
threes in 2000. Harris nailed eight triples on 
her way to scoring a game-high 26 points. 

“Kelsey Harris put on a show tonight,” 
LBSU head coach Jody Wynn said. “I’m 
proud to see a beautiful performance put on 
by an athlete.” : 

The Beach (22-9, 9-7) overcame an 18 
point first half deficit, but Harris’ record- 
setting shooting performance-was enough to 
hold off LBSU’s comeback. 

“I don’t know if anyone could have stopped 
Kelsey,” senior guard Hallie Menesses said. 

The Aggies’ head coach Jennifer Gross 
said Harris’s shooting performance was the 
result of the senior’s work ethic. 

“She has put in so many shots and it’s 
great to see it pay off,” Gross said. “She was 
ready when it was her moment. She stepped 
up huge and knocked them down.” 

In the second half, Harris picked up from 
where she left off in the first, recording the 
first five points of the half. Wynn said it was 
“no secret” that Harris can shoot the ball. 

“She’s one of the best in the nation,” Wynn 
said. “As a coach it’s my responsibility to put 
somebody on her.” 

The Beach had a shot to send the game 
into overtime during the last play. Trailing 
by three with 10.7 seconds remaining, the 
Aggies’ defense collapsed on Meneses when 
she received the inbounds pass, breaking up 
the original play design. 

“It was a screener set,’ Wynn said. “I 
think everyone in the gym knew it was go- 
ing to Hallie. Including all five Davis play- 
ers:” : 

Junior guard Chantel Dooley’s energy 
and intensity played a vital role in the 49ers 
comeback effort. Dooley, scoring 15 points 
and grabbing eight rebounds, was in the 
right place at the right time, and she said the 
49ers’ response to adversity is just a part of 
who they are. 

“When we were down 16, we could have 
caved in and gave up, but we’re not known 
for that,” Dooley said. “We’re not that team 
that says it’s over. We're going to fight on 
every possession because that’s our iden- 
tity.” 

Davis’ hot shooting from the outside halt- 
ed 49ers’ comeback and ultimately carried 
them to a semifinals matchup against Cal 
State Northridge. 

“T just think they’re a really good shooting 
team,” Meneses said. w“Harris stepped up. 
That’s what seniors do. You hit the big time 
shots and ultimately that’s what Davis had 
over us. It’s a game of runs and they had the 
upper hand.” 

Meneses said the 49ers’ quick conference 
tournament exit did not define what the 
team accomplished throughout the 2014-15 
season. : 

“T don’t just look at this game and say, 
“Wow my season is over,” Meneses said. 
“We've accomplished so much, especially 
since my first year where we couldn’t even 
win one game and here we are with 20 plus 
wins.
